Dig  a 
deep,  place  the  plants  in  this  trench,  spread  the  roots,  then 
inches  of  soil.  When  the  new  growth  comes  through,  fill  in 
and  continue  until  the  trench  is  full.  For  garden  culture  the  rows  may  be  18 
inches  apart  each  way;  for  field  culture  plant  two  feet  apart  in  the  row.  with 
rows  four  feet  apart.  Do  not  cut  the  stalks  the  first  year.  If  the  soil  has  been 
carefully  mixed  with  fine  manure  before  planting,  the  stalks  will  be  more  tender 
and  grow  faster.  „  ,  r 

WINTER  CARE.  Before  September  firs>  cut  the  tops  and  clear  the  bed  o: 
weeds.  If  the  new  seeds  are  allowed  to  fall  they  will  kill  out  the  old  roots, 
thus  destroying  your  crop.  Now  cover  the  bed  with  coarse  manure,  about  two 
or  three  inches  deep  to  enrich  the  soil  and  keep  out  frost.  In  early  spring 
remove  coarse  manure,  leaving  behind  the  fine  manure  to  tork  into  the  soil.  Be 
careful  not  to  injure  the  crowns  of  the  plants  with  the  fork.

Plow  or  spade  the  ground  to  get  it  finely  pulverized.  Set  the  plants  with  the  crown,  or  bud,  two  inches 
below  the  surface,  press  the  dirt  firmly  about  the  roots,  and  if  they  are  planted  in  the  fall  cover  them 
with  a  mulch  of  several  inches  of  leaves  or  trashy  manure.
